O  facilitate  the  attainment  of  Natural

fiderable  branches,  and  to  gratify  the  imagina¬ 
tion  with  one  of  its  moft  elegant  amufements, 
are  the  objects  of  this  collection.

beautiful  in  the  vegetable  world;  they  are 
more  aCtive  than  beafts  or  men ;  they  are 
more  ftiewy  and  variegated  than  flowers; 
there  is,  therefore,  no  province  in  all  natural 
hiftory,  that  is  fo  accommodated  to  afford  a 
ufe ful,  and  at  the  lame  time,  a  rational  en¬ 
tertainment,  to  all  taftes,  and  to  every  ft  age 
of  life.  For,  whilft  the  more  intelligent  fee 
with  aftonifhment  the  operations  of  an  all¬ 
wife  providence,  the  more  gay  and  fuperficia! 
will  be  engaged  by  the  fineft  fhew  in  nature. 

For  thefe  purpofes,  the  Proprietor,  with 
great  expence  and  infinite  labour,  has  drawn 
together  into  one  point  of  view  this  Cabinet. 
They  are  prepared  by  an  art,  he  flatters  him- 
felf,  never  equalled  by  the  moft  celebrated 
preparations,  in  all  the  luftre  of  their  native 

and 
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and  original  colours,  and  difpofed  in  fbch  a 
manner  as  to  prefer ve  all  the  fpirit  of  their 
living  attitudes,  and  thofe  peculiar  movements 
which  characterize  each  fpecics. 

But  though  Birds  form  the  principal  part 
of  this  collection,  they  do  not  compofe  the 
whole  of  it.  In  order  to  enlarge  and  diverfify 
this  exhibition,  fever al  hearts  are  taken  in, 
and  many  curious  and  beautiful  infeCts,  all  in 
high  preservation. 

If  to  have  chofen  a  proper  objeCt  for  the 
public  entertainment,  and  to  have  laboured 
to  bring  it  to  all  poffible  perfection,  be  the 
way  to  deferve  encouragement.
